SECTION  I  -  OPERATIONS 
Significant  Activities 

1*  (C)  INTRODUCTION:  This  Operational  Report  -  lessons  Learned  covers 

the  period  1  May  through  31  July  1968.  During  this  period,  the  Blackhoraa 
Regiment  conducted  operations  within  its  Tactical  Area  of  Resronsibility 
(TAGS) ,  Tactioal  Ares  of  Interest  (TAOI),  dad  la  the  provinces  of  LONG 
KHANH,  BEN  HOA,  BINH  DUONG,  HAU  NGHIA,  GIA  DINH,  and  LONG  AN.  The 
Regiment  conducted  operations  in  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zot»  (ill  CTZ) 
whila  under  the  control  of  Headquarters,  II  Field  Force  Vietnam  (II  FFV), 
and  Headquarters,  1st  Infantry  Division.  Operations  were  characterised 
a  parcelling  out  of  squadrons  and  troope  at  various  tinms  to  the  1st 
and  9th  Infantry  Divisions,  to  the  101et  Air  Cavalrv  Division,  to  the  199th 
Light  Infantry  Brigade,  to  the  1st  Australian  Task  Force,  and  to  tha  5th. 
25th,  and  18th  AHVN  Divisions.  In  addition,  troop  sise  unite  were  OPCGN 
to  II  FFV  and  Capital  Military  Assistance  Command  (CMAC).  Durlig  the 
reporting  period,  the  Regimental  Headquarters  was  located  at  BEN  HOA 
(ITG27146),  FSB  Ranger  II  (YT913319),  egain  at  BEN  HOA,  and  at  LAI  KHE 
(ZT759375). 

fa  16  June,  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  was  released  from  attachment 
to  the  9th  Infantry  Division  and  became  attached  to  Hq  II  FFV  (USAHV  GO 
2868).  Hq  USAHV,  however,  retains  authority  over  transfers,  promotions, 
personnel  requisitions,  and  administration  and  logistics.  The  Regiment 
conduoted  one  Regimental  sise  operation  during  the  reporting  period. 
Operation  TQAN  THANG.  Phase  I  was  initiated  on  7  April  1968,  and  waa  con¬ 
cluded  on  31  May.  Phase  II  continues  as  of  31  July.  Operation  TOAN 
THANG  is  a  reconnaissance  in  force  (RIF)  operation  to  prevent  anemy  infil¬ 
tration  into  the  Capital  Military  District  and  to  destroy  enemy  be se  c&nps, 
supply  bases,  and  fortifications.  It  Includes  a  security  mission  for  the 
L£HG  BIHH/BEN  HOA  complex.  The  Regiment  was  engaged  in  TOAN  THANG  through¬ 
out  tha  reporting  period.  Raphaels  continued  to  be  plsoed  on  support  of 
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the  Revolutionary  Development  Program  and  on  strengthening  RF/pF  outposts 
in  the  Regimental  TAOI.  ^

Consolidated  Intelligence  data  from  II  m  and  the  Com¬ 
bat  Intelligence  Battalion  of  the  1st  US  Infantry  Division  provided  a 
sound  intelligence  base  for  operations  in  BIHI  DUCUG  and  BISH  LONG  Provinces. 

(2)  Agent  Reporta:  These  Reports  were  generally  considered  to  be 
one  of  tha  moot  lucrative  sources  of  intelligence  information  throughout 

the  reporting  period.  Their  reliability,  however,  was  generally  questionable 
when  they  failed  to  corroborate  intelligence  received  fTom  other  sources. 

(3)  Casual  He  ports:  Prior  to  and  during  the  'SeOort  General  Qffen- 
sive  (  there  wns  a  marked  increase  in  reports  from  casual  civilian  infor¬ 
mants  in  the  central  and  southern  sectors  of  the  corps  sons.  These  reports 
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tended  to  be  highly  exaggerated  end  were  probably  generated  by  the  threat 
to  civilian  life  and  property.  These  reports  declined  with  the  conclusion 
of  the  offensive.  like  agent  reports,  these  reports  had  1o  be  corroborated 
by  other  intelligence  outlets. 

(4)  Ground  and  Airborne  Sensors:  Imagery  obtained  by  ground 
surveillance  radar,  airborne  infra-red  cameras,  sido-looking  airborne 
radar,  and  E-63  airborne  personnel  detectoie  (People  Sniffer)  were  inte¬ 
grated  into  the  intelliger.ee  collection  plan  to  develop  basic  enemy  patterns. 
While  the  Regiment  operated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Capital  Military  District, 
these  airborne  sensors  ware  hampered  by  the  dense  civilian  population  in 

the  aree.  In  BINH  DUONG  and  BINH  LONG  Provinces  both  the  airborne  and 
ground  sensors  were  utilized  to  monitor  infiltration  routes  and  to  con'im 
or  deny  existing  intel.ligen os  date.  Their  contribution  to  the  intelligence 
picture  increased  substantially  in  the  letter  half  of  the  reporting  period. 

(5)  Visual  Reconnaissance^-rhotography:  These  sources  were 
primarily  rsponsible  for  locating  enemy  offensive  end  defensive  install¬ 
ations,  supply  installations,  lines  of  communication,  and  assistance  in 
bomb  damage  assessment.  Light  observation  helicopters  were  used  primarily 
to  locate  enemy  units  and  to  monitor  routes  of  enemy  withdrawal  when  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  Regiment  are  in  contact.  Photography  was  used  extensively 
for  planning  purposes.  The  Regimental  handheld  camera  program  (541st  >2 
Det)  also  aided  the  reconnaissance  and  planning  effort. 

(6)  Long  Range  Reconnaissance  Patrol:  The  11th  ACR  IURP  mission 
primarily  operated  in  the  vicinity  of  Elackhorse  Base  Camp  to  augment  its 
defense  plan  and  monitor  enemy  movement  through  the  TAOR.  In  the  latter 
quarter  cf  the  reporting  period,  it  operated  in  BINH  DUONG  Province  where 
it  monitored  infiltration  routes  and  routes  of  enemy  withdrawal  from  areas 
of  contact.  Their  missions  provided  soms  intelligence  information.

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4.  (C)  COMBAT  OPERATIONS  AND  TRAINING: 


a.  Analysie  and  Evaluation: 

(1)  The  troopers  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  inflicted 
heavy  lossee  on  the  enemy  during  Operation  TOAN  THANG,  conducted  throughout 
the  reporting  period.  The  enemy  suffered  significant  loeaee  of  personnel, 
weapons,  food,  and  ammunition  supplies  as  a  result  of  the  application  of 
continuous  pressure .  The  Blackhorse  Regiment  again  demonstrated  the  flex¬ 
ibility  of  ite  organisation  by  providing  combat  elements  to  the  «et,  9th, 
and  25th  Infantry  Divisions,  lOlet  Air  Cavalry  Division,  and  to  the  5th, 

18th,  and  25th  ARVN  Divieione.  In  addition,  troop  else  unite  were  provided 
as  RRF'e  to  II  FFV  and  to  the  1st  ATT. 

(2)  The  enemy,  recovering  from  loeeee  suffered  during  the  previous 
quarter,  avoided  large  uhit  contact  with  the  Regiment.  Cta  only  two  occasions 
did  Regimental  unite  engage  a  battalion  eise  or  larger  VC  force.  Contact 
was  characterized  by  small  unit  engagements  to  include  frequent  encounters 
with  RPG  teane  and  mime  roue  mining  incidents.  In  addition,  the  enemy  rarely 
defended  hia  base  camps  with  more  than  token  forces,  which  contrasted  with 
the  heavily  defended  base  campe  of  the  previous  reporting  period.  A  large 
number  of  base  campe  was  uncovered  and  destroyed,  censing  heavy  loes  to  the 
enemy's  etock  of  supplies. 

b.  Area  of  Operations:  Operations  this  quarter  were  conducted  within 
the  III  CTZ  and  covered  eix  provinces  (LONG  KHANH,  BIER  HOA,  BINH  DUONG, 

NAU  NGHIA,  GIA  DOT,  and  U)NG  AN).  (SEE  Operational  Map  Sketch.  Incl  8). 

c.  Opera ti one:  As  the  reporting  period  began,  the  Blackhorse  Regiment 
continued  Campaign  TOAN  THANG  Phase  I.  The  let  Squadron  continued  to  secure 
the  key  installations  and  provide  RPF  in  the  LONG  BOT/BIEN  HOA  Complex. 

Troop  A  secured  the  DONG  NAI  River  bridge  and  provided  one  platoon  under 
the  OPCOR  of  Hq  Commandant,  II  FFV.  Troop  B  secured  WIDOWS  VILLAGE  and 
blocked  infiltration  routes  to  Hq,  II  FFV.  Team  D  wae  RRF  for  II  FFV, 

The  2nd  Squadron  secured  Blackhorse  Brse  Camp,  GIA  RAT  Rock  Quarry,  and  62nd 
Engineer  work  parties  on  Highway  1  and  provided  a  Troop  (-)  as  RPF  at  XU AN 
LOC.  The  3rd  Squadron  (-)  continued  OPCOR  status  to  9th  Inf  Div.  Troop 
I  was  in  direct  support  of  the  25th  ARVN  Div  and  Troop  L  was  OPCON  to  the 
let  Inf  Div  and  became  OPCON  to  the  25th  Inf  Div.

C.  Chemical: 

(1)  E-63  Personnel  Detector  Missions:  The  Chemical  Section 
conducted  a  total  of  57  missions  from  1  Hay  to  31  July. 

(2)  Riot  Control  Agent  (CS)  Operations:  Riot  control  agents  were 
used  once  during  the  reporting  period.  On  30  July,  an  E-63  Personnel  Detector 
Mission  was  combined  with  a  CS  drop.  The  E-63  was  employed  over  a  likely 
enemy  base  area,  CS  boablets,  XM15S,  were  then  dropped  from  a  SH-1D  hell- 
copter  on  the  area  reporting  maximum  readings.  The  CS  drop  wss  followed 

ten  minutes  later  by  *  a  15  minute  artillery  concentration.  Results  were 
inconclusive,  although  one  secondary  explosion  was  observed  bs  a  result 
of  the  artillery  fires.  Chemical  missions  were  planned  on  three  other 
occasions,  tut  they  were' not  employed  as  no  suitable  targets  were  developed. 

d.  Engineer  Activity: 

(1)  General:  During  the  reporting  period,  elements  of  the  919th 
Engineer  Company  (Armored)  provided  direct  Combot  Engineer  Support  to  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  engsged  in  Operation  TOAN  THANG. 

(2)  Operations: 

(a)  During  the  reporting  period,  the  1st  Platoon  provided 
support  to  the  1st  Squadron.  Initially  operating  in  the  CO  CHl/DUC  HOA 
Region  west  of  SAIGON,  the  1st  TLatoon,  using  the  D-7E  dozer  and  organic 
M48A2C  tank  dozer,  constructed  210  night  defensive  positions  for  the 
Squadron.  The  1st  Platoon  also  cleared  17,550  meters  of  road  along  tactical 
and  main  supply  routes  in  this  srea.  This  operation  continued  until  4 

June  1968,  and  kept  the  road  network  open  and  free  of  Viet  Cong  mines  and 
boobytraps.  Oa  4  June  1968,  the  platoon  cleared  7,650  meters  of  road  and 
prepared  and  launched  seven  A  VLB’s  as  the  Squadron  moved  to  an  ares  asst 
of  LAI  KHE.  Oa  25  June  1968,  the  Squadron  moved  again  and  the  platoon 
cleared  2,000  meters  of  road.  During  the  reet  of  June,  the  platoon,  still 
operating  with  the  1st  Squadron,  attempted  to  interdict  Viet  Cong  routes 
of  infiltration  and  to  locate  enarav  supply  caches.  On  16  July  1968,  the 
let  Squadron  moved  to  an  area  east  of  LOCK  M0NH  to  conduct  RIF  operations. 

The  1st  Platoon  prepared  perimeter  defensive  emplacements  at  esch  base  camp 
established  ty  the  Squsdron.  The  positions  consisted  of  over  80  fighting 
vehicle  implacementa  and  barriers  of  concertina  wire  consisting  of  4 00  meters 
of  single  etrand  outer  circle.  Thie  operation  continued  through  July. 

(b)  The  2nd  Platoon  provided  support  to  the  3rd  Squadron 
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during  the  reporting  period.  Operating  in  in  area  north  of  CTT  CHI  during 
the  first  weeks  of  May,  the  2nd  Platoon  implaced  over  300  fighting  vehicle 

SoUSS!??  for  016  3pd  Squadrou-  7  *<*?>  the  3rd  Squadron  moved  south 
^  SAIGON  to  the  BEN  LOG  Region  and  conducted  joint  operations  with  the 
9th  Inf  Div.  The  2nd  Platoon  was  again  responsible  for  constructing  night 
defensive  positions. .  A  strong  perl-eter  was  established  by  constructing 
a  four  feet  high  earth  bern  around  the  defensive  positions  and  implacing 
two  defensive  wire  barriers  using  2  rolls  of  concertina  for  the  outer 
circle  and  a  9  roll  strand  for  the  inner  circle.  The  3rd  Squadron  moved 
on  23  May  and  set  up  new  blocking  positions  to  the  north  of  DUC  HOA.

(4)  Baee  Camp  Development:  The  2nd  and  3rd  Platoons,  while  located 
at  Blackhorse  Base  Camp  with  their  reepective  snuadrone,  planned  and  con¬ 
structed  1  WABTOC  large  and  1  WABTOC  medium  and  1  601  x  20 »  building  for 
the  Regimental  Training  School.  The  units  also  constructed  150*  of  perman¬ 
ent  fencs  and  reemployed  1,500  meters  of  perimeter  wire* 

e.  Signal  Activities:  Canbat  operations  during  the  reporting  period 
varied  from  Regimental  size,  which  included  all  three  equadrons,  to  oper¬ 
ations  where  only  one  squadron  was  involved;  the  remaining  equadrons  were 
either  0PC0N  or  DS  to  other  headquarters.  Under  these  circumstancee,  ttie 
Regimental  Command  Post  (CP)  assumed  three  baeic  configurations  which 
affected  communications  support  reouiremente  during  the  reporting  period. 

The  first  configuration  was  the  location  of  the  complete  Regimental  CP 
at  one  site  in  e  logistical/maintenance  nodal  point.  The  second  configur¬ 
ation  was  the  dieplacement  of  the  Regimental  Command  Croup  (TUMP  CP)  to 
a  forward  location  in  the  A0,  while  the  remainder  of  the  CP  was  loceted 
at  the  logistical/maintenance  nodal  point.  The  third  configuration  vae 
the  location  of  the  CP  et  the  baee  camp  of  the  unit  po  which  it  wan  0PC0N, 
leaving  a  email  trains  element  et  a  logistical/maintenance  nodal  point. 
Configuration  one  allovod  the  meet  adequate  and  continuous  cormunicetione 
support  for  three  reesons:  Firet,  locetion  at  the  logietical/maintenance 
nodal  point  enabled  better  eignal  malntenence  to  be  performed  on  e  more 
timely  basis;  second,  alternating  current  (AC)  power  generation  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Regimental  CP  were  adequately  met  by  the  use  of  lOkv  gene re tors 
presently  on  loan  to  the  Regimental  HHT;  and  third,  direct  current  (DC) 
requirements  for  redio  operation  were  adecuately  nmt  by  pooling  organic 
DC  generators  presently  on  hand.  Due  to  dispereion  of  nen  and  material, 
both  signal  maintenance  and  AC/DC  power  generation  were,  less  satisfactory 
in  configure .ions  two  and  three.  Configuration  three  proved  -ore  eetis- 
fectory  than  two,  because  the  base  camp  fecilities  provided  a  better  log¬ 
istical  maintenance  base  than  the  Isolated  forward  command  group, 

t\  (C)  COMBAT  SERVICE  SUPPORT: 

a.  General :  During  this  quarter,  the  29th  Support  Great  continued 
to  provide  logistical  eupport  to  the  Regiment.  The  551st  light  Equipment 
Maintenance  Company  (LEMC0)  and  the  506th  Supply  and  Service  Comoanv  pro¬ 
vided  point  distribution  of  Claee  I  through  TV.  Claes  V  was  suuplied  bv 
the  3rd  Ordnance  Battalion. 

b.  Supply  and  Maintenance: 

(1)  Cless  I 
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(a)  There  were  no  problems  with  the  is3ue  of  Class  I.  Milk, 
ice  cream,  ice,  and  perishable  meats  and  vegetables  were  issued  in  proper 
quantities  and  in  good  condition. 

(b)  Prior  to  May  1968,  almost  10C$  of  the  TO&E  field  range 
units  and  burners  were  1937  models.  The  greying  difficulty  of  obtaining 
replacement  parts  and  increased  maintenance  problems  necessitated  phasing 
out  of  these  models.  Replacements  are  the  ?&,  1959  cabinets  and  burners. 
Through  the  help  of  the  551st  LEMCO,  the  Regiment  has  been  able  to  turn 
in  over  80£  of  the  old  field  ranges  for  the  never  M2,  1959  models. 

(c)  A  program  began  in  May  to  provide  all  messes  at  Black- 
horse  wi th can torment  kitchen  equipment  as  authorized  in  USARV  Reg  30-10. 
Issue,  however,  was  stopped  based  on  future  progra'yrming  of  base  camp 
requirements. 


(d)  USARV  Message  60520,  dated  18  July  1968,  placing  an 
emphasis  cm  field  messes,  authorized  an  augmentation  of  gas  operated 
refrigerators  for  units  not  authorized  oantomient  "ess  equipment.  A 
program  to  provide  this  equipment  ie  underway. 

(2)  Class  II  and  IV: 

(a)  The  Regiment  received  12  M548  cargo  carriers  during  the 
reporting  period.  The  carriers  are  equipped  with  two  500  gallon  bladders 
and  will  bo  utilized  to  carry  Class  III  to  areas  inaccessibly  to  wheeler’, 
vehicles. 


(b)  The  Regiment  replaced  all  Ml  09  howitzers  with  the  new 
fifth  yen r  model  Ml 09.  The  2nd  Squadrorit  received  one  MS 8,  The  Regiment 
received  four  M132A1  flamethrowers.  15  ACAV’s  were  turned  in  for  over- 
mileage  under  the  closed-loop  mileage  program  and  rebuilt  ACAV’s  were 
issued. 


(c)  Two  new  Combat  Engineer  Vehicles  (CEV)  were  drawn  on 
29  July  for  the  919th  Engineer  Company. 

(d)  Barrier  equipment  and  supplies  continued  to  be  drawn 
from  the  208th  Yard.  There  were  no  problems  in  obtaining  these  supplies. 

(e)  Tne  Squadron's  PLL’s  averaged  1,300  line  items  per 
squadron  during  the  reporting  period.  Many  of  these  linee  were  at  zero 
balance  because  of -fast  turnover  and  nonavailability.  A  few  of  the  fast 
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turnover  items  are:  W113A1  track;  fuel,  air  and  oil  filters  for  all  ve¬ 
hicles;  and  large  batteries,  master  relays,  starter  relayB,  and  srerk  plugs 
for  the  M48A2C  tank. 

(f)  Field  Maintenance  Supipuri: 

(1)  During  the  reporting  rer<  "d,  1  nty  to  Jl  July, 
field  maintenance  support  for  the  lai,  and  3rd  Squadrons  was  provided  by 

IEMCC.  A  contact  team  of  12  to  17  inan  vas  employed  in  the  forward 
area.  The  contact  team  had  capabilities  for  automotive,  snail  arms,  and 
Halted  turret  and  instrument  repair.  Those  Items  that  could  not  be 
repaired  in  the  field  were  evacuated  to  185th  Maintenance  Battalion.  Each 
squadron  had  a  three  man  contact  tear  fren  the  551st  LEMCO  for  3rd  echelon 
repairs  in  the  squadron  trains  locations.  Toward  the  end  of  the  period, 
the  2nd  Squadron  did  not  have  an  organic  conta  t  team  and  maintenance  vaa 
provided  with  a  recovery-contact  team  the*  ha*  been  working  with  the  1st 
Squadron.  This  team  also  gave  the  2nd  Squad:  t  organic  recovery  capabilities 
when  both  M88  recovery  vehicles  became  combe t  j.ud86S. 

(2)  Units  operating  in  the  BIEN  H0A/L0NG  BINH  Are© 
received  maintenance  support  f tea  the  140th  Heavy  Equipment  Maintenance 
Company,  This  assistance  was  an  asset  throughout  the  period. 

(3)  Class  III:  Ho  problem  was  encountered  in  the  supply  of  fuel 
and  lubricants  to  the  Regiment.  POL  was  drawn  at  266th  Dispensing  Point 
for  units  in  the  DUNG  BINH/BIEH  HOA  Area.  Sou&dron  trains  at  divisional 
base  camps  drew  Class  III  at  those  locations  and  flew  500  gallon  bladders 
to  the  units  in  forward  locations.  The  12  new  M548's  increased  the  oper¬ 
ating  range  of  the  squadrons.  Lubricants  were  also  obtained  in  a  manner 
similar  to  POL  at  class  III  dispensing  points. 

(4)  Class  V  and  Ammunition  Storage: 

(a)  The  Regiment  continued  to  draw  Class  V  from  tho  3rd 
Ordnance  in  W HC  BHVH.  When  units  were  operating  too  far  from  the  3rd 
Ordnance  ASP  for  feasible  supply,  divisional  ASP's  weim  utilised  and  the 
issues  were  credited  to  the  11th  ACR  Authorized  Supply  Rate  (ASR)  at  3rd 
Ordnance. 


(b)  Improvements  were  made  on  the  aimin'  tion  storage  areas 
at  the  Regimental  Ammo  Dump.  The  so  Improvements  enable  bridling  and 
storage  procedures  to  be  conducted  as  outlined  in  TM  9-1300-206.  Flans 
have  also  been  approved  for  the  addition  of  two  more  ammunition  pads  on 
the  west  side  of  the  anno  dump.  Construction  will  be  done  b-  the  3 1st 
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Engineer  Bn,  a  Blackhoree  Bees  Camp  tenant  unit. 

(c)  Due  to  the  extreme  interest  in  accounting  for  all  ASR 
items,  an  ammunition  NCO  for  the  Regiment  was  placed  at  3rd  Ordnance  Bn. 

This  NCO  ts  responsible  for  approving  am-mnition  reouieitions  for  all 
unite  within  the  Regiment.  The  ammunition  NCO  also  keeps  close  liaison 
with  ammunition  representatives  from  other  units  with  whom  Ahe  Regiment 
ie  working, 

(5)  Aerial  and  Convoy  Resupply: 

(a)  Throughout  the  quarter,  the  Regiment  depended  hoavily 
on  aerial  resupply  to  forward  areae.  Units  working  in  the  LONG  BINH/BIEN 
HOA  Area  have  employed  aerial  resupply  for  all  classes  of  supply.  The 
Regiment  has  averaged  30  aerial  resupply  missions  a  day  during  the  rsrortinp 
pelod. 


(b)  CH  54  aircraft  flew  15  missions  during  the  ru^rter  to 
recover  combat  loss  ACAV’e, 

(c)  Wheeled  convoys  have  continued  to  reeupply  Blackhorse 
Base  Camp,  Wheeled  convoy* -employment  to  re  supply  the  forward  unit  trains 
has  been  limited. 


(6)  Maintenance: 


(a)  Maintenance  support  was  generally  excellent  during  the 
reporting  period,  when  repair  parts  were  on  hand.  Special  turret  and  fire 
control  teams  were  made  available  from  the  140th  f-feintenance  Co. 


(b)  A  problem  area  noted  during  the  period  was  the  lengthv 
repair  time,  replacement  time,  and  non-availability  of  parts  for  recovery 
vehicles,  especially  the  M88.  Both  M88'e  in  the  3rd  Squadron  have  been  ' 
dead  lined  for  engines;  currently,  neither  M88  in  the  2nd  Squadron  ie  on  hand. 
One  was  turned  in  for  salvage  and  the  other  was  reported  as  a  combat  loss. 


(°)  Replacement  of  the  M113A1  engine  has  been  slow  during 
the  reporting  period,  causing  excessive  down  time. 


c.  Medical : 


Activities:  The  heslLh  of  the  comiand  continued  to  be  excellent 
during  this  rerorting  period.  No  atnonnalities  have  been  noted  in  the  morale 
and  psychological  effectiveness  of  the  troope.  The  continuous  field  oper- 
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atlone  experienced  by  personnel  of  the  command  over  the  p"at  rruarter  have 
had  no  appreciable  adverse  effect. 


(2)  Sflploynwnt :  Both  the  let  and  2nd  So nadrons,  under  the  oper¬ 
ational  control  of  the  lat  Inf  Div,  have  been  r  ble  to  mintein  adeouate 
medical  support  In  the  field.  The  3rd  Squadron  is  et  Bleckhoree  Base 
Camp.  The  Regimental  Surgeon* e  Office  has  been  tentatively  revised  by 
moving  the  section  to  Base  Camp  to  operate  the  Regimental  Surgeon 'e  Office 
and  the  Aviation  Dispensary.  This  decision  was  promoted  bv  the  large  med¬ 
ical  load,  both  administrative  and  functional.  Replacing  the  Regimental 
Aid  Station  in  the  field  is  a  small  detachment  from  the  37th  ’fedical 
Comranv  (Clit). 

(3)  Statistical  Dnte: 

(a)  Evacuation:  The  45th  Anbulenci  Cororany  bse  provided 
the  Regiment  with  smooth  and  efficient  air  ambulance  service  throughout 
the  quarter.  In  ^ay,  a  new  and  successful  concent  of  medical  support  wae 
instituted  by  the  1st  Squadron.  To  eliminate  needless  evacuation  o*  per¬ 
sonnel  who  can  be  treated  in  the  Field  Aid  Station,  a  combat  support  pletoon 
including  the  Squadron  Surgeon,  was  organised  to  provide  better  screening 
of  combat  casualties.  This  innovation  also  created  a  centralised  landing 
zone  for  medical  evacuation  helicopters  and  is  presently  being  evaluated 
for  implement etl on  within  the  entire  Regiment. 

(b)  Hospitalisation:  The  facilities  of  the  12th,  24th,  36th, 
and  93rd  Evacuation  Hospitals  as  well  as  the  7th  Surgical  Hospital  were 
utilized  by  thie  command  during  the  reporting  period.  The  medical  conpenies 
of  the  1st  ’edical  Bn  provided  excellent  suprort  to  our  field  ’mlts  under 
operational  control  of  the  let  Inf  Div. 

(c)  Dieeese: 

(1)  Malarier  Two  cases  of  malaria  were  retried,  both 
during  the  month  of  June. 

(2)  Venereal  Disease:  There  >aa  an  average  of  45  cases 

monthly. 

(3)  Unusual  disease:  One  case  of  hepatitie  and  cne  of 
encephalitis  were  encountered  in  June. 

7.  (F000)  PHRSOMHEL  AND  ADMINISTRATION; 
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a.  General:  During  the  quarter  the  operational  strength  of  the 
Regiment  went  from  a  low  of  9956  in  early  .Tune  to  a  high  of  1 06. 556  by  the 
end  of  June.  At  the  end  of  the  quarter,  operational  strength  stood  et 
105*.  Replacements  were  generally  well  qualified.

c.  MGS  Shortages:  During  the  reporting  period,  shortages  existed  in 
the  11D  series,  but  was  relieved  through  the  replacement  stream.  Shortages 
of  medical  specialists  (MOS  91B20)  now  exists  as  a  result  of  departing  per¬ 
sonnel.  Replacements  have  been  slow.  The  Regiment  Is  authorized  164  (MOS 
91B20)  and  has  133  assigned. 

d.  Replacements:  The  quality  of  replacements  remained  at  an  acceptable 
level.  The  training  cyclbe  conducted  by  the  Replacement  Training  School 
provides  a  thorough  orientation  of  personnel  to  their  new  environment,  and 
conditions  their  initial  apprehensions  of  being  in  a  combat  zone.  The 
training  program  gives  refresher  training  in  basic  skills  with  emphasis 
placed  on  troop  leading  procedures,  tactics,  and  safety. 

e.  ServiceB: 
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(1)  Religious:  During  the  ouarter,  a  total  of  287  religious 
services  were  conducted  with  a  total  attendance  of  7,454.  In  addition  to 
the  religious  services,  121  confeesione,  177  communions,  2C*  memorials,  and 
9  baptisms  were  conducted.  The  287  services  were  divided  as  follows:  130 
Protestant  services  a«>d  157  Catholic  services.  Jewish  services  were 
conducted  at  BEAR  CAT.  Trips  were  arranged  during  the  recent  Jewish  holi¬ 
days.  The  five  chaplains  made  122  hospital  visits,  conducted  454  interviews 
and  counseling  seesions,  238  vieits  to  Quarters  and  238  visits  to  the 
troop  duty  areas. 

(2)  Red  Croes:  For  the  three  month  period  ending  31  July,  the 
Red  Cross  Field  Ohit  at  Btackhorse  handled  965  cases.  No  loans  or  grants 
were  made  during  this  quarter.  The  reporting  and  communication  service 
totaled  677,  including  birth  and  de«th  notifications,  health  and  welfare 
reports,  and  verification  of  emergencies  for  leave  consideration. 

(3)  Special  Services: 

(a)  During  the  l?et  quarter,  Special  Services  had  3  USO 
ehovs.  These  were  the  Peter  Leede  Show  on  2  May,  the  Lourie  'Easier  Show 
on  29  May,  and  the  Jimmy  Byrd  Show  on  31  May.  On  15  July,  Philip  Ahn  was 
on  a  handshake  tour.  There  were  five  movies  every  week  eh own  at  the 
Amphitheater.  In  addition,  11  units  on  base  camp  showed  five  movies  a 
week.  Whenever  possible,  movies  were  sent,  tc  *he  troops  in  the  forward 
area. 


(b)  On  1  June,  work  was  started  on  the  Service  Club,  which 
is  expected  to  be  operational  by  November  1968.  A  Chevrolet  Sror+s  Van 
was  purchased  by  the  Central  Post  Fund  for  Special  Sendees. 

(4)  Postal: 

(a)  The  7th  APU  ie  operating  at  TOE:  one  officer  and  fifteen 
enlisted  men.  Money  orders,  including  fees,  totaled  $1,365,568.85  for  the 
quarter.  The  number  of  money  orders  sold  was  18,959,  while  717  money 
orders  were  cashed  for  a  value  of  $47,535.56.  Total  stamp  sales  for  tte 
same  period  was  $15,000.

T^e  parcel  poet, 
money  order  and  locator  windows  are  now  open  from  0730-1230  and  from 
1300-1630  seven  daya  a  week.  Two  money  order  men  are  in  the  field  for 
approximately  5  days  e  month  to  accommodate  11th  ACR  personnel. 

(6)  Post  Exchange:  During  the  quarter,  the  Bleckhorae  Post 
Exchange  experienced  many  changes.  Complete  lighting  fixtures  were 
installed  in  the  exchange  and  accounting  building.  Many  new  products  were 
added  to  the  existing  selections.  There  ia  a  definite  need  for  e  new 
warehouse  to  meet  the  renuirenenta  of  the  increasing  merchandise  on  hand. 
In  addition,  there  is  e  lack  of  Japanese  and  Korean  merchandise  available 
to  the  Black  horse  Post  Exchange.  The  snack  bar  has  increased  its  variety 
of  foods  and  drinks  for  the  men  et  B-’se  Camp. 

f.  Morale:  A  high  level  of  morale  continued  throughout  the  quarter. 
The  improved  PX,  snack  bar  and  Special  Services  activities  directly  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  men's  morale.

8.  (FOOD)  PSYCHOLOGICAL  QFSRJfflKMS: 

a.  General:  The  PST0P  program  supported  Regimental  conbat  operations 
an  three  occasions:  twice  in  BIE*  HOA  Province  and  once  in  BITCH  DUONG 
Province.  The  support  was  in  the  form  of  leaflet  drope  and  aerial  loud- 
speaker  broadcasts.  These  broadcasts  were  of  a  quick  reaction  nature 
designed  to  capitalise  on  the  situation  at  hand. 

h.  Data:  There  «*re  77  aerial  missions  flown  daring  which  5,103,500 
leaflets  ware  dropped.  These  consisted  of  rally  appeals  (CHIEU  HOT),  safe 
conduct  passes,  reward  leaflets  and  propaganda  describing  the  rrogrsss  of 
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the  government  of  Vietnam.  There  were  ten  ground  missions,  usually  in 
conjunction  with  MEDCAP  tes-n  visits.  During  the  ground  missions  34,500 
handouts  were  distributed.  During  70  of  the  aerial  leaflet  missions, 
loudspeaker  boradcosc  appeals  were  made  for  a  total  of  54  hours  of  aerial 
broadcast  time.  Ground  broadcest  time  totaled  U  hourr.  In  addition  to 

**  the  6th  quick  reaction  tapes  yere 

recorded  by  the  attached  PSYOP  team  interpreters.  The  team  also  designed 
one  leaflet  that  was  printed  in  10,000  copies.  ^ 

c.  There  were  10  rallies  this  quarter,  8  mope  than  last  quarter. 

The  success  of  the  PST0P  effort  is  based  on  the  fact,  that  the  majority  of 
the  population  in  the  LONG  KHAHH  and  BIEN  H0A  Provinces  have  been  gener¬ 
ally  fevorable  toward  the  11th  ACR.  Through  aerial  leaflets  and  aerial 
and^ground  broadcasts,  the  Vietnames  people  are  being  oontisuausly  encour¬ 
aged  to  support  the  legal  government  of  Vietnam. 

9.  (F0U0)  CIVIC  ACTIOS; 

m  Offensive  left  in  its  wake  even  greater  require - 
oente  for  civic  sct.ic*i  projects.  Aid  to  refugees  and  repair  of  damaged 
structures  ware  areas  of  paramount  interest.  A  total  of  1,246  man-days 
was  expended  on  civic  action  projects.  The  bulk  of  this  work  centered  on 
aiding  refugees  and  re  construction.  ►*SDCAFS,  previously  limited  by  TET 
related  activities,  were  resumed.  During  the  reporting  period,  31  M5DCAPS 
were  conducted,  treating  2,096  Vietnames  patiente.  Instruction  on  sanita¬ 
tion  and  preventive  medicine  was  conducted  in  conjunction  with  this  treat¬ 
ment.

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(2)  The  majority  of  these  materials  were  used  for  the  continued 
relief  of  the  refugees  who  remained  without  food  or  housing  after  TFT. 
Revolutionary  Development  Teams  end  local  villagers  performed  the  actual 
construction, 

(3)  The  Regiment  continued  to  support  the  52nd  Ranger  Bn  housing 
project  with  lumber ,  tin,  and  cement.  Progress  had  been  halted  due  to  TET. 
In  adlition  to  the  materials  listed,  50,OOOVN$  was  funded  monthly  in  sup¬

(4)  Work  continued  this  quarter  on  ths  four  wells  being  con¬ 
structed  for  new  outposts.

c.  Impact  Program: 

(1)  General:  The  Regimental  Impact  Team  continued  support  and 
improvements  of  RF/PF  outposts  during  the  nuarter.  Many  outposts  were 
visited,  surveyed,  and  suggestions  for  improvement  discussed  with  the 
unit  conaanders.  Provincial  outposts  were  receptive  to  this  Regimental 
support;  and  in  almost  all  Instances,  suggested  Improvements  were  acted 
upon  immediately.  The  shortage  of  sandbags  continues  to  be  a  problem.

Detachment 

provided  widescale  coverage  of  Operation  TOAN  TRANG.  Printed  and  photo¬ 
graphic  releases  covering  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment's  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  operation  received  circulation  in  various  newspapers  both  here 
and  in  tha  States.  On  22  June,  the  USARV  "Army  Reporter"  carried  a  f”ll 
page  photo  spread  on  the  Regiment  in  TOAN  THANG.  Other  photos  covering 
the  campaign  were  used  in  the  "Stars  etod  Stripes"  and  in  the  "A*«y  Times". 

(2)  The  Detachment  contin’ied  to  operate  from  ths  Regiment  field 
locaticn.  Contributions  by  the  Detachment  to  the  IJSARV  Array  D^ilv  S unwary 
resulted  in  various  articles  in  Stateside  papers  concerning  the  activities 
of  the  Bl&ckhorse  Regiment. 
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(3)  A  feeture  story  on  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment's  IAAT

1.  (C)  LESSORS  LEARNED: 


a.  Personnel : 

(1 )  Soldiers  Deposit  Program: 

(e)  OBSERVATION;  Participation  in  the  Soldiers  Deposit 
Program  hes  remained  low. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Of  the  4*200  men  es signed  or  at^eched  to 
the  11th  ACR,  only  270  enlisted  men  and  45  officers  participete  in  the 
Soldiers  Deposit  Program.  Although  everyone  agrees  thet  it  is  an  excellent 
program,  most,  however,  do  not  invest  because  of  the  difficulty  of  with¬ 
drawing  money  when  they  leeve  Vietnam.  Those  vfcc  desire  it  ee  soon  as 
they  return  are  uneble  to  do  so  beceuse  of  field  commitaimta  et  the  time 
application  was  to  be  made.  If  they  fail  to  request  it  before  leaving 
Vietnam,  they  must  wait  90  days  after  their  return  to  the  states.  *'ost 
consider  thet  tide  is  too  long. 

(c)  RECOMMENPATI QMS ;  That  a  better  system  be  devised  for 
those  isolated  in  the  field  for  requestion  and  obtaining  immediate  with¬ 
drawal  upon  reaching  CONUS. 

b.  Operations : 

(1 )  OBSERVATION:  Etaemy  Infiltration.

32  DECLASP’HKD  AFT!;;:  I2  y;:A 
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EVALUATION:  &iery  efforts  to  infiltrate  in  rugged  or  Jungle 
terrain  are  primarily  conducted  at  night.  To  effectively  counter  their 
tactics,  emphasis  must  be  placed  an  night  operations.  Ambush  patrols, 
radar,  and  night  vision  devices,  both  airborne  snd  ground  types,  are 
particularly  useful.  Cross  eUachment  ^f  infantry  units  with  armored 
cavalry  greatly  increases  the  Regimental  capability  to  conduct  these 
operations.  Armor  units  can  and  must  operate  at  night. 

RECOMMENDATION ;  Ehiphasis  must  continue  to  be  placed  on  night 

operations. 

(2j  OBSERVATION:  Eneny  base  camps. 

EVALUATION:  The  frequent  encounters  with  enemy  base  camps 
of  considerable  sine  points  out  the  difficulty  of  destroying  them  while 
continuing  to  pressure  enemy  forces.  No  really  effective  wav  has  been 
found  for  destroying  the  bunkers  and  tunnel  complexes  without  expenditure 
of  large  amounts  of  time,  demolitions,  and  man  power.  Even  after  destruct¬ 
ion,  the  fortifications  can  be  rebuilt  with  minimal  effort. 

RECOWENDATIQN:  None. 

(3)  OBSERVATION :  Reconnaissance  in  force  operations  against 
fotified  positions  and  hedgerows. 

EVALUATION: 


_  (*)  When  encountering  e  well-armed  and  fortified  enemy 

position,  e  double  wave  of  armored  vehicle e  vas  found  to  be  the  moat 
effective  means  of  combatting  the  concealed  bunkers  and  spider  holes. 
Frequently,  the  enemy  remains  concealed  until  the  initial  aaseult  wave  has 

P°8ltion-  into  the  rear  of  the  vehicle? 

with  RPC  and  automatic  veepona.  With  two  waves  of  vehicles  assaulting  in 
line,  the  initial  wave,  which  should  include  tanks,  if  evaJTeble,  neu¬ 
tralizes  the  enemy's  fire  with  ite  organio  weapons  and  pins  him  in  his  holes 
while  the  second  wave  -hoops  up"  using  e-all  arms  and  grenades.  This  organ¬ 
ization  has  also  proved  to  be  effective  when  working  with  dismounted  ele¬ 
ments,  who  accompany  the  second  wave. 

(b)  The  dual  wave  also  allows  for  eesy  rotation  of 
elements*  In  the  event  the  first  wave  suffera  weapons  failure  or  excess¬ 
ive  casualties,  the  second  wave  can  raedily  assist  and/or  replace  them. 

In  ^  ln  the  ®™cu*tion  of  casualties  and  thorab- 

allow  the  initial  wave  to  continue  the  momentum  of  Ite  assault. 
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RECOT fENDAT IONS:  That  when  attacking  well-armed  and  fortified 
enemy  posit! one  a  double  veve  asseult  be  adopted  es  the  most  effective  method 
of  defeating  the  enemy. 

(4)  OBSERVATION:  'ine  incidents — habitual  use  of  access  routes. 

EVALUATION :  Continual  operation  by  armored  elements  in  the 
same  ares  typically  results  in  an  increase  in  enti-tank  mining  activity. 
Invariably,  the  mines  are  laid  in,  or  adiacent  to,  previously  cut  tracks. 

RECOMMENDATIONS;  That  whenever  oossible  never  use  or  travel 
edjacent  to  old  tracks.  Thet  night  ambush  patrols  should  be  used  in  rrens 
likely  to  be  mined. 

(5)  OBSERVATION;  Mine  incidents — mutual  employment  of  anti-tank 

mines. 


EVALUATION:  It  has  been  observed  that  enti-tank  m-nes  are 
frequently  laid  in  peirs.  There  would  be  one  mine  five  to  ten  meters 
ad/ a cent  to,  or  on  e  line  with,  the  original  mine. 


RECO  f  'ENDATION:  Thet  when  detonetion  of  e  mine  occurs, 
dismount  e  sweep  team  consisting  of  two  men,  one  detector  operator  end  one 
probe.  Sweep  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mine  in  sll  directione  prlcr  to  any 
further  vehiculer  movement.  7 


(6)  OBSERVATION :  Breaking  Jungle. 

EVALUATION:  While  breaking  trail  through  jungle  growth  ard 
bamboo,  e  single  column  usually  results  in  initial  contact  by  the  lead 
vehicle  only  and  invites  etteck  by  three-man  RPC  teame.  Conversely,  the 
use  oi  more  t*ar  three  vehiclss  abreast  created  serious  control  problems 
especially  when  friendly  infantry  are  in  the  aree. 

^COMMENDATION:  That  when  "busting  jungle",  use  three  vehicles 
abresst  with  the  unit  commander  and  FO  vehiclee  behind  the  center  track 
Place  other  vehicles  in  column  behind  the  flank  vehicles.  Use  occasional 
artiller7  300-500  meters  in  front  to  loosen  the  enemy  and  fire 
navigetional  rounds  (400  meter  WP  high  air  burst)  to  aid  in  maintaining 
direction  as  required.  Result,  s  useeble  two  lane  road  through  the  jimgle. 

c.  Training :  None 

d.  Intelligence: 
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(1 )  OBSERVATION :  Intelligence  indicator. 

Ev'AI  UATION :  During  late  .Tune  and  early  July,  eight  B-52 
strikes  were  targeted  within  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  AO.  Inaned- 
iate  bomb  damage  assessment  by  light  observation  helicopters  were  able 
to  ascertain  post  strike  trail  activity  entering  or  departing  the  strike 
zone.  This  was  accomplished  by  monitoring  foot  traffic  in  the  finely 
ground  dirt  caused  by  the  impact  of  the  bomb  prior  to  the  dust  solidifying. 

RECOMMENDATION :  That  serial  observers  be  alerted  to  the 
foregoing  indicator  on  bomb  damage  assessment  missions. 

(2)  OBSERVATION:  Enemy  Movement. 

EVALUATION:  While  the  Regiment  operated  in  BINH  DUONG  Pro¬ 
vince,  the  majority  of  its  small  unit  contacts  vere  initiated  by  ambush 
patrols  entering  or  departing  their  positions.  With  the  enemy  beginning 
to  move  prior  to  the  hours  of  darkneee  and  continuing  till  after  sunrise, 
those  patrols  which  were  in  position  rrior  to  1600H  and  departed  their 
positions  after  0900H  appeared  to  be  more  successful  in  the  accomplishment 
of  their  miesion, 

REC 0* TMENDATI ON :  That  ambush  patrols  be  in  position  prior  to 
1600H  and  not  withdrawn  until  0900 H. 

e.  Logistics:  None. 

f.  Organisation:  None. 

g.  Signal : 

(l )  Direct  Support  Maintenance  Capability. 

(®)  OBSERVATION:  Ihe  eignal  maintenance  support  capability 
of  the  Direct  Support  Company  is  inadequate  to  suppo?.*t  the  increasing 
amount  of  signal  equipment  within  the  Regiment. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  When  the  Regiment  is  fragmented  over  a 
large  area  (III  CTZ),  the  Direct  Support  eerves  only  as  a  collection  and 
evacuation  point  to  higher  echelone  of  maintenance.  This  naturally  increases 
time  delaye.  In  addition,  elements  near  higher  echelon  repair  shops  often 
bypase  their  own  Direct  Support  element  and  go  directly  to  higher  echelon 
repair  shope  to  obtain  better  service, 

(c)  RECO’ f TENDATIONS :  That  signal  support  activity  within 
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the  Direct  Support  Company  be  coneiderable  expanded  to  provide  adeouate 
and  timely  service  at  several  locations  si lultaneously.  That  Regimental 
elements  and  attached  units  utilize  this  increased  capability  rather  than 
by-passing  their  direct  eupport  element. 

(2)  Alternating -Current  (AC)  Femur  Generation: 

(a)  OBSERVATION :  No  TOE  capability  exists  to  adequately 
meet  the  AC  power  generation  requirements. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Power  requirements  for  lighting  systems  and 
for  fixed  operation  of  radio  systems  exceed  the  capability  of  TOE  equip¬ 
ment.  Within  the  Regimental  CP  there  exists  a  need  for  a  minimum  of  two 
lOkw  110V  generators.  The  existing  requirements  should  be  split  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  RTOC  and  sone  stable  loads  on  one  lOkw  source,  .and  the  remainder 
of  the  requirements  on  the  second  lOlcv  source.  Each  source  should  have  a 
backup  unit  to  provide  for  maintenance  needs  and  break  downs.  Squadron 
CP’s  also  need  a  large  source  of  AC  power.  A  lOkw  source  with  backup 
would  be  sufficient. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION :  That  the  AC  power  generation  reouire- 
raent  be  raegnized  as  valid  and  that  necessary  generators,  parts,  and  repair 
personnel  be  authorized  and  added  to  the  existing  TOE  to  meet  the  needs. 

(3 )  Direct-Current  (DC)  Power  Generator. 

(a)  OBSERVATION :  Organic  equipment  generating  DC  power  for 
radio  operptions  ip  inadequate. 

(b)  EVALUATION :  Operations,  as  presently  performed  in  RVN, 
often  require  the  use  of  tactical  radio  and  carrier  equipmait  in  a  semi¬ 
fixed  environment.  Organic  capacity  for  DC  power  generation  is  wholly 
inadequate.  Organic  3kv  and  4.2kw  generators  are  presently  assigned  on  a 
basie  of  per  command  poet  mounted  communication  facility.  These 
lightweight  generatore  are  not  capable  of  24  Hour  a  day  operation  over 
prolonged  periods  in  d  'sty,  dirty  conditions,  even  with  excellent  main¬ 
tenance  support.  Exi sting  theater  supply  and  maintenance  procedures  reouire 
an  inoperative  generator  to  remain  in  direct  support  maintenance  facilities 
for  45  days  before  a  replacement  generator  can  be  used.  This  cauees  ar» 
excessive  period  of  operation  with  reduced  potential  and  places  communi¬ 
cations  facilities  in  an  extremely  hazardous  condition.  Although  DC  power 
can  be  provided  bv  running  the  vehicle  engine,  this  procedure,  however, 

has  proved  detrimental  to  the  vehicle  because  of  excessive  carbon  deposits. 
Several  dismounted  radio  configurations  in  support  of  fcesa  campe  and  remote 
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relays  require  acme  means  of  DC  power.  At  this  time,  there  are  no  provisions 
for  this  in  the  TOE. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATIONS :  That  logistical  channels  provide  ade¬ 
quate  AC/DC  conversion  rectification  devices  to  support  these  serai-fired 
configurations.  That  a  acre  effective  support  system  be  developed  to 
preclude  a  lack  of  ports  and  excessive  delays  in  maintenance.  That  a  more 
realistic  allocation  of  generators  be  accomplished  to  allow  for  hour  a 
day  operation. 

(4)  FM  Antenna  Configuration. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Existing  antenna  group  RC-292  is  generally 
inadequate  to  s*ippart  ccnniimi cations  over  long  distances  in  and  over 
jungle  terrain. 

(b)  JSVALUATICS:  Modifications  have  produced  an  antenna 
with  multiple  radiators  capable  of  reaching  a  height  of  60  feet.  This 

Is  adequate  to  clear  most  foliage  encountered.  This  modification  requires 
the  use  of  &  ginpole  arrangement,  which  requires  considerable  space  to  set 
up  the  antenna.
